In a late debate in the Senate on parlia- 
mentary representation for the North-West, 
Senator Turner took the ground, in opposi- 
tion to those who thought the measure of 
representation excessive, that in the case of 
Alberta at least two representatives would be 
required to do the diverse interests of the 
southern and northern parts justice.

A copy of the bill to give parliamentary 
representation to the North-West has been 
received, The three districts of Alberta, Sas- 
katchewan and Assiniboia are divided into 
four electoral districts; the two former con- 
stituting One each and the latter being divid- 
ed into two on the line between ranges 15 
and 16 west of the 2ud meridian, which cros- 
ses the C.P. R. at McLean station, leaving 
Fort Qu’Appelle, Qu’ Appelle station, Indian 
Head, Woiseley, Broadview, Moosomin, awd 
Moose Mountainin the eastern district and 


' Regina, Moose Jaw, Swift Current, Maple 


Creek and Medicine Hatin the western. The 
provisions of the bill are similar to those of 
the North-West electoral law. The qualitica- 
tion of voters is that they ‘shall be the bona 
fide male residents and householders ot adult 
age who are notaliens or Indians, within the 
electoral district and who have respectively 
resided in such electoral district for at least 
twelve months immediately preceeding the 
writ of election.” The proclamation ot elec- 
tion must be posted a number ef days before 
the nomination in ten conspicuous places in 
the district. Atany timeatter the date of 
the proelamation, and before two o'clock in 
the afternoon of the nomination day any four 
or more electors may nominate a candidate 
by affirming to and signing before aJ. P. or 
the returning officer and causing to be filed 
With the lattera nomination paper according 
towaform provided. Two huudred dollars 
must be deposited in the hands of the return- 
ing officer at the time the nomination paper 
is led with him, This sum wall be returned 
to the candidate if elected or if half as many 
votes are polled for him as for the elected 
Candidate—-otherwise it shall belong to the 
kovernment, Voters’ lists are made up and 
revised and votes cast openly as at elections 
to the North-West Council, but if # person 
once refuses to be sworn he Cannot vole after- 
wards. Polls open at nine a.m. aud are not 
to be closed util tive om. If the polis have 
been obstructed or the election 80 grossly 
beglected or misiaanaged that qualified clec- 
tors have had no fair opportunity to record 
their votes no candidate shall be declared 
elected and the returning officer shal: make 
& report of the proceedings to the clerk of the 
crown inchancery.
